The plantations in Ga- 
lilee are being considerably 
expanded this year, 1,100 du- 
nams of apples, plums and 
vines, being addod to the 
existing 3,900 dunams. Next 
year, an even larger area will 
be planted with fruit trees, 
end to this end, one of the 
largest nurseries in the coun- 
try — 200 dunams — is being 
prepared. 


Settlements in Upper Ga- 
lilee are beginning to send an 
increasing suppiy of veget- 
ables to market. This year 
they will be able to maintain 
a regular flow throughout the 
summer as many young set- 
tlemenis will have this year, 
for the first time, a consider- 
able quantity of water at 
their disposal for irrigation. 
4,000 dunams of vegetables 
and potatoes were cultivated 
this year by Upper Galilee 
settlemetzts. A much larger 
area would have been cul- 
tivated but for the shortage 
of irrigation pipes. 


Spare Parts Shortage 

The scarcity of spare parts 
for their machines, is also 
giving many farmers a head- 
ache; as severe a handicap 
at harvest time as the seed 
shortage at the beginning of 
the season. 


Last year agricultural pro- 
duction in Galilee exceeded 
the previous year by 30 per 
cent, and this year a 50 per 
cent increase is expected. 
Farmers in Galilee are op- 
timistic and believe that if 
given adequate means of pro- 
duction — particularly irriga- 


tion equipment — production job 


can be more than doubled 
next year. 
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Events. however, have 
shown that Sheikh Abdullah 
never accepted that posi ion.
